Subject: Constitution of National Disaster Management Authority 

No, I/I 5/2002-DM(I)/NDM. Ill (A). 1.1 he Government of India have decided to put in place necessary institutional 

mechanisms for drawing up and monitoring the implementation of disaster management plans, ensuring measures by 
various wings of Government for prevention of and mitigating the effects of disasters and for undertaking a holistic, 
coordinated and prompt response to any disaster situation. 

The term Disaster , for the purposes of this notification, would mean a catastrophe, mishap, calamity or grave 
occurrence affecting any area, arising from natural or man made causes, or by accident or negligence, which results in 
substantial loss ol life or human suffering or damage to, and destruction of, property, or damage to, or degradation of, 
enviromment, and is of such a nature or magnitude as to be beyond the coping capacity of the community of the affected 
area. 


2. Against this background the Government of India have decided to set up a National Disaster Management 
Authority. The composition of the National Disaster Management Authority will be as under :— 

(a) 1 he Prim:: Minister ot India aha;! be the Chairperson, ex officio, 

(b) Members, not exceeding nice ; ' e nominated by the Prime Minister.

One of the Members mav be 


designated as V tce-Lhairperson of the Authority by the Prime Minister. 
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3. The National Disaster Management Authority shall have the responsibility for laying down the plans and 
policies for disaster management. The Authority may:— 

(a) lay down policies on disaster management; 

(b) approve the National Disaster Management Plan; 

(c) approve plans prepared by the Ministries and Departments of the Government in accordance with the 
National Disaster Management Plan; 

(d) lay down guidelines to be followed by a State Authority in drawing up the State Plan; 

(e) lay down guidelines to be followed by different Ministries and Departments of the Government of India for 
the purpose of integrating the measures for prevention of disaster or the mitigation of its effects in their 
development plans and projects; 

(f) coordinate the enforcement and implementation of the policies and plans for disaster management; 

(g) arrange for, and oversee, the provision of funds for mitigation measures, preparedness and response; 

(h) provide such support to other countries affected by a major disaster as may be determined by the Central 
Government; 

(i) lay down guidelines for the minimum standards of relief to be provided to persons affected by disaster, 
which shall include— 


(a) the minimum requirements to be provided in the relief camps in relation to shelter, food, drinking water, 
medical cover and sanitation, 

(b) the special provisions to be made for widows and orphans; 

(c) ex-gratia assistance on account of loss of life as also assistance on account of damage to houses and 
for restoration of means of livelihood; and 

(d) such other relief as may be necessary. 

0) give directions regarding relief in loan repayment or for grant of fresh loans on such concessional terms as 

may be appropriate in the judgement of the Authority; 

(k) take such other measures for the prevention of disaster, of the mitigation of its effects, or for preparedness 

and capacity building for dealing with the threatening disaster situation or disaster as it may consider 
necessary. 

4. The Government of India shall provide the National Disaster Management Authority with such officers, 
consultants and employees as it considers necessary for carrying out its functions. 

5. The Chairperson of the National Authority shall, in the case of emergency, have power to exercise all or any of 
the powers of the National Authority, but exercise of such powers shall be subject to post facto approval by the National 
Authority. 

6. The National Disaster Management Authority may constitute an Advisory Committee, consisting of experts in 
the field of disaster management, and having practical experience of disaster management at the district, state and national 
level, to make recommendations on various aspects of disaster management. The members of the Advisory Committee shall 
be paid such allowances as may be prescribed by the Central Government. 

7. The National Disaster Management Authority will be serviced by the Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of 
India, New Delhi.
